T hey that are net with me, are againfime, And now the King 
taking notice of the Ladies and Gentlewomen on the Leades 
" and Windowes ; Colin (ſayes heto the Duke) if you meane 
to keepe me out of the Towne, you muſt ſet other manner of 
people ro guard it,then theſe Ladics; for Ile affure you, they 
will never be able co hold out againſt any one company of 
my Souldiers. The Dake percetuing his Maieſtie, m_ 
Pleaſant, yet carneſt ; defires leave to goe againe into the 
Towne. The King conſents vnts the motion : but ſent order 7 
withall vnto the Lord Rea, to guard the Dukes perſon this 
therward : and that when thedraw-bridge was let downe, 
and the Ports fer open for the Dukes Coach ; to enter the 

Towne together with it ; and if ic were poſſible , ro make 

good the Port. The Lord Reay haning enough of his inſtruc- 
tions, ſo diſpoles his Maskettiers (which were Scott) rhat 
two hundred'of them marche before the Coach ; and muſt 
needs therefore enter before the Dukes Coach coald: fo that 
this piece of ſervice was done, evenas the King would haue 
it. Thus the Lord &-ay being entred within the outer Port, 
che Towne Garriſen retyred from thence within the inner 
. Port: andthe Scorcentring pell-mell wich them', that Port 
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wasSalſo taken, By this did the King preſently enter the 
Towne, with his whoic Army. The Duke ſeeing this, dif- 
miſſes his owne forces, which he hadcill chen there kept in 
Garriſon: whothercupon toake preſent oach and pay , for 
the Kings ſervice, 

The next moraing, the King commanded Sir lobn Baxnirr 
Generall of bis [nfantery,co take with him 600.Swedif Muſe , 1.6.me vo 
kettiers, vnder the command of Grave [eachim, and 609, on Damne. 
Scereiſh Masketricrs, vnder the command of the Lord Reay 
ro make an aſſault vpon the Towne of Dower, lyins a mile 
to the South-Eaſt of Sreriv. The Towne had on that (1de but 
one approach vnto it ; and that was anarrow cauſey leading 
thorough the mariſh, vpon which the Towne ſtood. Theſc 
12000. men new advanc't almoſt as farre as a Sconce, which 
guarded the end of che Tawne ; a Country boore comming 
vp to the Commanders, proffers them his ſerviceto lcade 
them a ſecret way thoroughthe marith « by which meanes, 
they might more eaſily fall on, vponthe other ſidevnper- 
ceived. But the Burgers of the Towne, (who it ſeemes had 
acelligence with the Kings forces) now ſending vntothem; 
deſired them to have the patience but to ſtay vnrill nighr, 
and then they promiſed to give them entrance by a privatc 
poſterne gate» This delay was cunningly proieRted by rhe 
Towneſmen ; and ferved them to every good purpo'e ; for 

had the Kings forces taken the Towne by aflaule,chen,by The 
Law of Armes, had the pillage of the whole Towne beene 
their owne. Ihns, (vpon what reatons, or teares, TRNOw ,,,, wwe 
not) the enemies Garriſon conſiſting of ſome two hundred. 
and fifrie Muskettiers, and forty hore, forſooke the Towne 
that very evening; taking their way Faſt-ward, rowards the 
next Towne of Stergard, With the Burgers of this Towne 
of Seargard, theKing having good intelligence; inſtantly 
$thither.But whether it was,that he thonght not fit r00 
farre tegive truſt vnto theſe Burgers, and to adventure his 
owne men vpon their honeſties;(ceſpecially ſince their Garr!- 
ſon was thas lately reenforced : ) fare it is,that he employed 
nonc of kis owne men, buteommitted the charge vnto that 
H 3 Colonell 
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Co'onell and his men, whohad layn in Garriſon in Srerzn, 
bctore his Man Hier comming thither, This Colonel knows 
ing the Country pertey, came by night vpon che Towne; 
and having giucaadaertiſement viito rhele Burgers within, 
with whom he had correſpondency ; they ſecretly apening 
a Port vnto him, give him preſent entrance. He thus got in, 
preſently cuts in pieces the Corps du guard, which had the 
Watch vpon the Markct- place. This done, he without ſtay 
g023 cowards ano:her Port, which had ewo ſtrong Sconces 
betore it ; thele he preſe:tly afſaulced, killing three hundred 
and fiftic Souldiers which he found within them. This aR, 
had like to haue loſt him the towne, for the reſt 6f the towne 
Garriſon, (which were aflcepe in their beds when he at firſt 
entrcd, ) now bearing the noyſe, ſtart vp, and betake them« 
{clucs unto their Armes; ſhutting withall, the Port behinde 
the Kings Colonell, who was now buſily employed , vpon 
theexec ation, within the Sconces. Very hard had it becne 
for him to have entred the Towne againe , but that the Bur- 
pers at the ſame time taking Armes; by force opened ano- 
ther Port for him. The Garriſon by this time having gathe- 
red intoa head vpon the Morket-place, now finding them» 
ſclues too weaketoreliſt to great forces; retire themſelves 
into the Church ſteeple: but now the Sweds/b turning the 
Canon which they had gotten in the two Sconces, againſt 
the {tceple : the Garriſon torthwirh yeeld themſclues, con- 
ditioning togoe off with their lives and Armes faued. 

There were found in this Towne of Srargerd, 500. barrels 
of mcale ; much powder and ſhott, and ſome Ordnance, The 
King after fortifies the place , with fiue new Bulwarkes, 
three halfe Moones, and {uch other Oat-works. W hileſt this 
was a doing, Cammin another Ilet and Biſhops See , butting 
vPonWolin, is allo taken. The rough mechade of warre

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Guftavur Herve, then in the Campat Sterin, having notice of 
it, immediately calls a Councell of Warre: Ihe relolution is, 
firſt to {c:1d Bawndireen and Kniphow/ew word of it : wiſhing 
them to ſtand vpon theirguard a while , aſſuring them by 
ſucha time tobe with chem. This done,they draw out halfe 
6of cvery Regiment,to goe along,cuery Colonel to command 
his owne: all being Coinmanded men, ſuch achad no Colours 
with them ; and for d:fence'of the Camp leauing the other 
halfe, with all the Licutenane-Colonells, and Sir Alexander 
Lefi;e to command all. Word alſo isſent vnto the Swediſh Gar- 
riſons of Greffenb:rg & Gotvew,(iuſt in the way.) toceme and 
meete them, Se that with theſe, and their fellowes before 
Colbergen,they _— make ſome 8000, foote & 4000 horſe.

approved Article of Faith, thatall humane reſpe&s and con- 
fiderations ought to be even facrificed, andnothing regarded 
by every generous mind , when the Cauſe of Relwion and 
picty to God {lalbeeſteemed to: require it. For certainely, 
no ſabze& is ſo ſtraightly obliged, to ſer afide and forgoe 
the peculiar affaires of is owne private eftate,for advancement 
of the pablike and common good of his King and Kingdome 
(when cauſe ſhall fo require it) as all Soveraigne Princes 
are tycd in the ſupreme bonds of higheſt daty , to renounce 
whatſoever may 1n this World be deare unto them; when 
the glory of Him, of whom they hold their Crownes and 
rw ſhall come in competition, and beg ballanced 
witn1it. 
I fay not this, to brand them with notcs of hy 
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under pretence of humane policy and Principles of State, have 
entered into a league and ſtrait combination with heretikes, 
againſt the ſound and Orthodoxe party : Let this be accounted 
for an error in judgement, or ſome deepe misfortune, rather 
then an hainous crume. I will frankly leave the whole world 
at liberty, to dire& and accommodate it ſelfe, to ſuch rules of 
Conſcience, as themſehues ſhalflike of,and value to beupright 
and inſt. Nor will I paſſe any raſh cenſure upon their procee- 
dwgs, but will force my ſelfe to beleeve, that God hath revea- 
led ſome ſecret principles tothem, which have hitherto beene 
unthought of in all ordinary Theologic. For my owne 
_ , Iwillnot hinder their being eſteemed true ikes; 
ceing they themſclues deſire to appeare and be eſteemed for
